plementj for Trying It 

Tbis paper concerns blots — bloti of 
ink made on blotting paper, grow* 
and cultivated with care, until, per- 
haps after many hours' close attenr 
tion, they have assumed shapes of d«lr 
icate pattern and eitreme beauty. 

If the reader has never before read 
of beautiful ink biota— and, certain- 
ly the word* would appear paradoxi- 
cal — let him read on and maybe ho 
will become ao faeeinated with the 
Idea that he will take up the hobby of 
cultivating biota with enthutiasn 
It muBt be explained that the 1 
under discussion are not made by 
merely filling a pen with ink and al- 
lowing the drops to fall on paper; they 
are grown and watched with una ' 
care until they attain their full n 
ure of beauty and form. They may 
be made with ordinary black, or blue- 
black writing ink, or with colovrl 
inks, or with mixtures of several ki) Is 
of inks; and as a blot grows, the < I- 
ors of the ink sometimes form ir..a 
differently colored concentric rings, 
each coloring being sharply divided 
from the next. 

In order to grow oeautifml bloti you 
only require a small baain, an ink 
bottle, a piece of glass tubing or a 
firm straw, a piece of soft lampwick, 
and, of course, some ink and blotting 
paper. The ink bottle is pkeed in 
the basin and is filled with ink. The 
wick is inserted in the tube, winch is 
placed in the ink bottle and is kept in 
an upright position by « lid of pj?.per 
or tin with a hole in the center. The 
blotting paper is tnen placed over the 
basin so that its center touches the 
slightly-protruding wick. The blot- 
ting paper, thus fed by the wick, ab- 
sorbs the ink. while the blot grows 
in the form of a circle and gradually 
widens owing to the force of capillary 
attraction. In less than an hour it 
will probably be four inches across; 
it may finally attain a diameter of 
about 12 inches. 

It must not be supposed that there 
is anything at all difficult in the way 
of blot-growing. V you have not a 
' i, a wick, or a tube at hand, dis- 
pense with the baain, put any extern 
]>orary wick— say a piece from a tow 
tn fringe— in any extemporary tube 
—a piece of a quill pen. for instance 
—and place the wick and tube in the 
nk bottle; arrange matters so that 
me end of the wick touches the ink 
sind the other end touches the blot- 
ng paper, and wait for the blot to 

Your interest will grow with the 
ots. It will be observed that the 
edges of the circles into which the 
blots form are sometimes serraited or 
daintily scalloped ; although some inks 
preserve a perfectly smooth outline 
for each of the two. three or more 
concentric circles into which they 
break. It becomes absorbingly 
interesting to observe the different de- 
velopments caused by various inks; 
■very new experiment vields a new re- 
sult. 

When the blot has been grown with 
certain kind of ink, it is interesting 
to dilute the ink with water and then 
to grow another blot and note the 
difference, which will often be sur- 
prising. Or this experiment may be 
varied by feeding a blot with plain wa- 
ter after it has been grown with un* 
diluted ink; the water will often cans* 
riginal blot to spread in a most 
remarkable and unexpected manner. 
—Pearson's W eakly.

Robert Symmer, in 1769, described 
6ome most entertaining experiments, 
making use of the <rppoate electrifica- 
tions of superposed stockings of dif- 
ferent materials or merely of different 
colore (the dye matters in the latter 
case causing differentiation). If, in 
a dry atmosphere, a 6ilk stocking be 
drawn over the leg and a woolen one 
pulled over it, the two will be found, 
upon being removed, to be very pow- 
erfully electrified in opposite senses. 
If the four stockings of two such 
pairs be used and then suspended to- 
gether, they will indulge in remark- 
able antics due to each of the silk 
stockings trying to attract both of 
the woolen ones, and vice versa, and, 
on the other hand, each of each kind 
repelling the other. The amount of 
electrical attraction and repulsion 
produced in this simple way in a dry 
atmosphere is remarkable. The ex- 
periment may also be performed with 
all silk stockings, one pair white and 
the other black. — Ernest A. Lesueur, 
in Popular Science Monthly.

FALCONRY HER HOBBY. 

Th* Pastimes of Consuelo, Duchess of 
Marlborough. 

"Falconry is a hobby which the 
young duchess has recently taken up 
with great enthusiasm. She is also 
spending much of her time with rid- 
ing lessons, and bids fair to become 
as good a horsewoman as any of her 
English women visitors. In taking 
her riding lessons she is usually fol- 
lowed about the paths by one of her 
pet Blenheim spaniels, Dorothy and 
Flossie. Like her predecessor, the 
American Lily duchess, as she is al- 
ways referred to in Woodstock, Con- 
suelo duchess has taken a great fancy 
to the particular breed of dogs known 
as Blenheim spaniels, of which there 
can always be seen a great number 
about the palace and grounds. It ii 
related that the first Blenheim span- 
iel was brought to England by the 
great duke, it having followed him 
through the battle of Blenheim un- 
hurt. Afterwards two or three more 
were brought to Woodstock, and 
since then great attention has been 
paid to their breeding by the keep- 
ers of the Bienheim kennels. — Ains- 
lee's. 

An interesting question has from 
timetotimebeen discussed by natural- 
ists and physiologists, as to whether 
the scorpion commits suicide by sting- 
ing himself with his own venomous 
dart. Experiments have often been 
made, which consist in surrounding 
the scorpion with a circle of fire, 
usually formed by small pieces of 
burning coals. One may then 6ee the 
animal agitate his tail in the air, 
waving his dart to and fro over his 
head in a desperate movement, and 
finally fall dead, appearing to have 
decided that he could not escape from 
the flames and to innoculate himself 
with his own venom. This idea is 
pow, however, found to be erroneous, 
as it has been proved that the scorpion 
is not affected by his own venomous 
fluid, and the hypothesis of his suicide 
cannot be maintained. It appears 
from later observations made upon the 
death of the scorpion under the con- 
ditions in question, that a more sim- 
ple explanation is to be found. The- 
scorpion is, in fact, very sensitive to 
heat, and is easily killed by a tem- 
perature not exceeding 50 degrees CL 
If one concentrates the solar rays up- 
on its back by means of a lens one may 
observe that he tTies by means of his 
tail to remove the cause of discomfort. 
It is this movement of defense which 
has hitherto been mistaken for one of 
suicide, and in reality the scorpion 
has been killed by the heat to which he 
had been exposed under such circum- 
stances.— Scientific American.
